REPORTS OF THE PRESIDING ELDERS. 



BURLINGTON DISTRICT— J. E. Corley, P. E. 

SIXTH ANNUAL REPORT. 

At the beginning’ of the closing year the pastors generally went 
promptly to their several charges and entered upon their work. Two 
or three of the brethren have been quite seriously hindered in their 
work by ill health. But I think all are in such condition now as to 
confront the work of the opening year with their usual vigor. 

The Burlington District covers a little more than three counties 
and consists of twenty-six parishes. To make the accustomed quarterly 
visitations requires, annually, more than 1,000 miles travel, through 
all sorts of wind, weather and roads. I have preached, in the six years, 
about 1,200 times, (not 1,200 ditferent sermons), an average of about 
four times a week, besides holding about 600 quarterly conferences, ad- 
ministering the Lord’s Supper about 600 times, and holding half that 
number of Love Feasts, all of which raises the average to the equiva- 
lent of about six sermons a week. 

There is a growing number of brethren, who, on account of weak 
backs, impaired stomachs, acquired or hereditary tendency to neural- 
gia, rheumatism, catarrh and consumption, which exposure greatly 
aggravates, and on account of which do not feel able to take charge of 
a circuit of two to four appointments. To such I would say : Brethren, 
go commit suicide ; take quick poison, jump into the river, hang your- 
selves, rather than let the Bishop appoint you to a district. The for- 
mer will quickly end your troubles, while the latter will be suicide long 
drawn out. So I advise you to take the short cut, believing your chances 
in eternity will be the same in one case as in the other. 

This year’s work has gone on pleasantly for the most part. Only 
one disturbance has occurred, to which full reference will be made at 
the proper time. 

The spiritual life of the churches, while not as high as we wish, 
yet maintains at least the usual line. 

In the twenty-six parishes of the District, there are sixty-nine 
societies. All of these worship in churches, but one ; all are owned by 
us, but two or three. There is a Sunday School maintained a part, but 
in most all of the year, in each of these, with a solitary exception. 
The Sunday Schools are mostly missionary societies, and, by their 
monthly offerings, swell, not a little, the missionary funds of the vari- 
ous societies. In each charge, but about three, there are one to four Ep- 
worth Leagues or Endeavor Societies, which contribute much to the 
entertainment of young people, and afford many avenues of usefulness. 
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Inquiry has regularly been made as to the condition of the Sunday 
Schools, Epworth lyeagues and benevolent collections. The latter 
have, I think, in every case been taken, and, at the call of the secreta- 
ries, I communicated by circular letter with the various pastors con- 
cerning “debt-paying” day, and many of them took special collections 
on that date. The stated days, “Good Tidings,” “Easter,” and “Chil- 
dren’s Day,” are quite generally observed, and annually collections 
are taken for the various causes they represent. 

Two profitable District Conferences and at least one District Ep- 
worth League are annually held. Sueh gatherings are stimulating to 
their participants, and means of education in Methodism to the churches 
and general public where they are held. 

Several churches and parsonages have been repaired and improved 
at moderate expense. Only two new enterprises have been launched 
this year. A church at Big Mound, H. T. Robinson, pastor, will soon 
retire the only school house appointment in the District. It will cost 
about $1,500. Pastor Henness and flock, at Morning Sun, are pushing 
an addition to their church at a cost of $5,000, or more. When com- 
plete, it will be the best auditorium in that little city. First Church, 
Burlington, is improving the parsonage at an expense of $1,500. 

Methodist literature is circulated quite freely through the Sunday 
Schools, Leagues and Churches. But there remains much to be done 
along this line. Probably not one-half of our families read our Advo- 
cates, and in some quarters the deficiency is lamentable. While our 
papers, in their present style, are probably as cheap as ‘ they can be 
produced, yet a paper that can be circulated by authority of the Church 
at one dollar a year, would, in my judgment, fill a long felt want. 

This has not been with us a great revival year. The old ship Eion 
seems to have struck a doldrum, and her progress was slower than 
usual. Only one general revival occurred during the year. That was 
at Salem, P. C. Hogle, pastor. About one hundred were added to the 
church, which anyone acquainted with the place and circumstances, will 
recognize as a decided victory for that conservative old Quaker town. 
Nearly all the pastors reported more or less extensive works of grace 
among their people, and the conversions will aggregate about 300. 

During our sextennium new churches have been dedicated, as fol- 
lows: Grace (Burlington), Wyman, Marsh, Highland (Mt. Pleasant, 
West), Mt. Union, Cottonwood (Salem), Howe (Sperry), and Wayland. 
Churches have been purchased at Rome, Trenton, Shiloh, and Spring 
Grove, Burlington Circuit. The latter was the gift of the late Hon, 
John Patterson. The following churches have been rebuilt and made 
practically new, viz : Shiloh and Asbury (Burlington Circuit), Trinity 
(Mt. Union). Morning Sun and Big Mound are now in process of 
building. 

Parsonages have been built or bought at the following poin(^s : 
Columbus Junction, Wapello, Morning Sun, Winfield, Mediapolis, 
Sperry, First Church (Burlington), and West Point, while several 
places have made their parsonages largely new by long-needed im- 
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provements. All but five of the pastors of the District are now pro- 
vided with a parish home. The cost of all this will ag’gregate about 
$60,000. 

First Church, Burlington, has provided for its debt of about $10,000. 
Grace Church, Burlington ; First and Santa Fe Avenue Churches, Ft. 
Madison, have slightly reduced their respective indebtedness, and a 
long-standing debt on the Salem parsonage has been provided for. No 
other church property within the District, so far as I now recall, is 
burdened with debt. 

The following new territory has been occupied, and churches 
built or bought, and Methodist preaching and Sunday Schools estab- 
lished, where they did not exist before, viz : Rome, Trenton, High- 
land, Cottonwood, Big Mound, Union Chapel and Pleasant Point. At 
the last two places we do not control the property, the one being a 
Union and the other a Cumberland Presbyterian church. Arrange- 
ment has also been made for beginning services, with the new Confer- 
ence year, at Oakville, a flourishing town on the Iowa Central. A 
commodious hall will be at our disposal, rent free for a year. This will 
be added to the Kossuth Circuit. 

The following places have been abandoned, and, except at the last 
named, which is a Union church, the property sold, viz : Middletown, 
Dodgeville, Virginia Grove, Fbenezer and Spring Creek. 

With the demolition of these old churches,* some historic names will 
disappear from local Methodist annals, and their abandonment in each 
case was the source of profound regrets. But too close proximity to 
other and more important centers, and invasion by foreign populations, 
made their abandonment seem wise, if not necessary. A few other 
places are slowly but surely declining, and some are, perhaps, even 
now in articulo If these foreigners, mostly Germans, could 

only be reached and Methodistized, long and useful careers would at 
once open up to many of our now decadent churches. A vigorous effort 
along this line, I believe to be a crying need of the tinjes. 

During our sextennium, above 6,000 souls have professed to find* 
salvation, or more than 1,000 a year Far be it from me to claim any 
very conspicuous part in all these glorious achievements. It is suflici* 
ent that I have had the privilege of cheering the brethren on in their 
work and rejoicing with them in their victories. 

I close this, my final report of the District, with feelings of about 
equal parts of joy and regret. There is much to cause each in the oflice. 

Others would have done better ; I have done the best I could. 

I here express and record my appreciation of all the many kind- 
nesses and courtesies shown me by the scores of brothers and sisters 
composing the various churches in the District ; of the pastors and 
their families, with whom I am now, or in the passing years, have been 
so intimately associated in the service of our common church and 
Master ; to such young old men as Cowles, Corkhill and See, worn out 
only in body, who have aided me in many ways, and are pillars yet in 
the Church of Jesus Christ. The fruitage.of their active ministry was 




among us, and when their shocks of corn are fully ripe, be forever 
garnered with the Lord. i 



Finally, I acknowledge and give thanks to the Heavenly Father for 
that merciful providence extended over me these six eventful years. In 
six thousand miles of travel I have not had the slightest, accident, nor 
do I remember a failure to keep an appointment by belated trains. 
Only three times do I recall being rained out, nor have I been pre- 
vented by sickness, either of myself or in my family, from attending a 
single quarterly meeting. 

Surely, the Lord has been good, and I will still trust Him and give 
Him glory. 



KEOKUK DISTRICT.— T. J. Myers, P. E. 

I am grateful to God for another year of good health. And I here 
record my deep gratitude to the preachers and to the laity, for their 
many acts of kindness. I have sought to faithfully perform all the 
duties of my office, and if I have not always succeeded, it is because a 
larger wisdom than I possessed was needful for the hour. Without 
attempting to give in detail every locality, or the good work done by 
every minister, this report will be confined to a brief outline of the 
work of the year. Much has been accomplished, but much greater re- 
sults might reasonably have been expected from many charges. 

Undoubtedly, it is difficult to justly place responsibility. There 
are many factors, both helpful and harmful, that must be considered 
as determinining the work of the year. The pastor is held, and should 
be, to a very high standard, and, as a rule, the condition of his charge 
or church at the end of the year is used to his credit or discredit, as the 
case may be. Much depends upon a wise and devoted minister, and I 
am not surprised at the solicitude of our churches, large and small, in 
the choice of their pastors, but I submit, it is hardly just to hold them 
alone responsible for the work of- the year. What shall be said of the 
societies that apparently hold themselves to no responsibility in any ♦ 

line of service, either social, financial, or religious? Or of those official 
boards in which there is hardly a man upon whom the pastor can de- 
pend for prayerful assistance. I am persuaded that our official mem- 
bers largely hold the life of the church in their hands, and without 
their co-operation no pastor can hope to succeed, and on the other 
hand, with their help no pastor can utterly fail. In a number of our 
charges where no great results have been realized it is because, I judge, 
of a lack of devotion on the part of the officials, rather than to any 
special lack of ability in the preacher. 

The year has been, because of the stringency of money matters 
unfavorable for church building and improvement. Little change, 
therefore, has been effected in church property. In a few cases 
churches have been repainted and papered, old debts have been in 
whole or in part removed. 
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f Notwithstanding- the closeness of the times there was but a limited 

j demand for lowering the estimates on pastors’ salaries. A few charges 

\ did reduce, and others advanced a little, so that the aggregate will be 

i about the same as last year. 

V , As the year advanced the prospect became more uncertain of rais- 

ing these claims in full. Yet where system prevailed, and boards were 
: fully organized, and a sense of obligation was felt, on the part of the 

membership, the salaries of the preachers have been as a rule paid in 
t 1 full. We have had a year of considerable revival influence, resulting 

in the conversion at our altars of about one thousand souls, most of 
' whom have been received into full membership in our church. 

The Sunday Schools and Epworth Leagues have maintained their 
numerical strength, and are doing excellent service for the children 
' and young people of our Methodism. A majority of our Sunday 

Schools are organized into missionary societies. 

Some eight or ten new Chapters have been organized during the 
‘ year, and the Lpworth League is steadily growing in numbers and 

' efficiency. The District convention held at Milton was every way a 

success. 

Children’s Day was more generally observed by the Sunday Schools 
of the District than perhaps any former year, and the results, educa- 
tionally and financially, have been quite satisfactory. 

Two sessions of the District Conference were held, both of which 
were well attended and were occasions of spiritual good to all present. 
All items of disciplinary business were dulyconsidered and attended to, 
the records of which are here for Conference inspection. 

The benevolences will not be in the aggregate what we had hoped, 
or could have wished. There will be a deficiency from last year’s re- 
port — on missions, — but in most of the other benevolences there will be 
an increase. If any mistake is to be noted in doing our work, it was in 
deferring the collections from the first until near the close of the Con- 
ference year. But I bear testimony that the pasto:^s of Keokuk Dis- 
trict are loyal and in the main faithful to all the great benevolent 
agencies of the Church, and that the decrease in reports is to be ac- 
counted for in the pressure of the times, and in the very great difficulty 
with which collections are made, rather than from a want of interest 
or effort on the part of pastors to make their several apportionments. 

The report we made last year as to “Church Literature,” might be 
added to this report in all truthfulness, without a change of a syllable 
or a cipher. It still remains lamentably true that hundreds of our 
Methodist families are without a church paper, and many with but 
few, if any, religious books. 

I rejoice to report that death has not invaded a preacher’s home 
during the year, and only two of the preachers have had serious illness 
in^ their families. The wife of Bro. Pool, and the children of Bro. 
Fraker were seriously sick, that for a time hindered these brethren in 
their pastoral and revival work. 
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In concluding- this report, I am glad to be able to feel and to say 
that the “care of all the churches’’ has been more easily borne, and my 
own burdens and anxieties have been lessened, because I have felt that 
in my work I have had the generous appreciation and heartfelt sym- 
pathy of my brethren in the ministry. T. J. Myers. 



MUSCATINE DISTRICT— J. C. W. Coxe, P. E 



With a keen sense of gratitude to God for His abounding mercy, I 
submit my first report of the Muscatine District. The field committed 
to my care embraced twenty-eight charges, to all of which, save one, 
pastors were assigned by Bishop Foster. The Nichols charge was sup- 
plied by Bro. A. Telfer, whose services had been efficient and accept- 
able the preceding year. All of these brethren entered promptly 
and earnestly upon their work, and the most of them have 
faithfully wrought at their appointed tasks, and have the seal of 
Divine approval upon their labors. 

Early in the year Bro. T. B. Owen was transferred by Bishop 
Goodsell to the Foochow Conference, and was stationed at King Hua. 
To the vacancy thus made in the Tiffin charge, I appointed Bro. W. C. 
Barclay, supplying his place at Millersburg by Bro. Thos. Biggar, a 
local elder. Both of these brethren have rendered excellent service in 
their respective fields, and have “won golden opinions fropi all sorts 
of people.’’ 

Bro. U. B. Smith desired to be relieved of the Williamsburg charge, 
and a mutual arrangement for an exchange with Bro. C. F. Williams, 
superintendent of the Children’s Home Society, having been made 
which met the approval of Bishop Foster, the readjustment was effected 
the first of November. 

Bro. J. F. Robertson entered upon his fifth year of service at First 
Church, Muscatine, with hopeful and courageous spirit, and planned 
wisely and well for victory; but it was 

“ Not as we hoped ; but what are we ? 

Above our broken dreams and plans, 

God lays, with wiser hand than man’s. 

The corner-stone of liberty,’’ 

and builded His temple, though the busy workmen fall at their posts. 
Bro. Robertson answered the Heavenly summons July 24, having the 
day preceding completed his 45th year. “As calm as summer evenings 
be,’’ he fell on sleep, and we mourn an efficient minister, a brother be- 
loved, a true yoke-fellow in the gospel of Jesus Christ. 

Others, also, have fallen by the way. Bro. Wm. Posten, an hon- 
ored superannuate, entered into eternal life, Dec. 11, , and the wife 

of Bro. L. D. Johnson was called to rest in March, last. 

The shadows have been hanging low over the home of Bro. W. C. 
Vanschoiack for some weeks past, as his beloved wife has walked near

to the borders of the eternal land ; but the most recent returns indicate 
that the crisis is past, and awaken hopes of speedy and complete 
recovery. 

The revival spirit has not been as general and potent as in some 
years, yet many who have gone forth weeping, bearing precious seed, 
have come again with rejoicing, bringing their sheaves with them. I 
do not here attempt to number the people, nor to specify in detail the 
gains secured in the several charges. Such detail is not infrequently 
invidious; with numerically small results in the matter of reported con- 
versions, there is often great spiritual uplift, the edification of the 
church, and no less evidence of devoted labor on the part of the pastor 
than when the church records are swelled by large accessions. “One 
soweth and another reapeth;” but theirs is a common joy in the suc- 
cess of the work of God. 

Nor shall I essay an inventory of the ministerial assets of the dis- 
trict; my brethren neither hunger for taffy nor court epitaphy; and 
some things may be wisely left for the pastors to report. Of material 
improvements I note a renovated and practically new church building 
at Letts, the improvements costing $3,500; a new church at Montpelier, 
on the Blue Grass circuit, which cost $1,000, and another at Lone Tree, 
which will cost about $4,000. The latter is nearly ready for use, and 
will be dedicated on the 20th inst. Churches on the Muscatine circuit, 
at Grandview on the Letts circuit, at Pleasant Plain on the Riverside 
circuit, and at Oxford have been rejuvenated and made more attractive; 
while at Victor repairs on the parsonage to the extent of $300 have 
greatly added to the comfort and convenience of the pastor’s family, 
and at Washington a first class modern house, which cost about $2,500, 
shelters the happy pastor. 

The financial reports will, I fear, give evidence of the stringency 
of the times and of the stingency of the people. Not all of the estimated 
salaries will be paid in full; nor will all of the apportionments for be- 
nevolences be met. The shrinkage will be chiefly on the weaker 
charges; the burdens will fall most heavily on the brethren whose 
claims for support were the smallest. Not all of our people are thor- 
oughly. loyal to their pastor and to the church; not all contribute ac- 
cording to their ability, and as the Lord prospers them, to the support 
of the church and its several benevolences. But I bear testimony to 
the fidelity of my brethren in presenting and urging these claims; 
though possibly one honest word of criticism may be not uncharitably 
uttered, namely; that the collections are unduly delayed until late in 
the year. Then the benevolences are in the way of the stewards, or 
the stewards in the way of the collections.

An interesting and promising home mission field is presented 
among the Bohemians within the bounds of the Riverside and Kalona 
circuits. Bro. J. R. Payne secured the services of the Rev. R. M. De- 
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Castello,, pastor of the First Bohemian Church, Cedar Rapids, for three 
Sabbaths among these people at Riverside and at Richmond. Good 
congregations were gathered and much interest was manifested. Bro 
Castello writes that he knows of no more promising field for work than 
among the Bohemians of that region, and is confident that if preaching 
can be maintained there for a time a good church can be gathered. Two 
hundred dollars would suffice to give them such service for a year; and 
it is to be hoped that some means may be devised fof carrying out this 
much needed and promising work. 

The district camp meeting, held August 10 to 20, was a season of 
great spiritual profit to those in attendance. A delightful harmony 
prevailed; no jarring note was heard from first to last; a deep, strong 
tender, gracious sense of the Divine presence was realized throughout 
the meeting. The attendance was good; the preaching by the brethren 
of the district was direct and helpful; the devoted labor of the members 
of the Fpworth Deague especially was highly efficient. Yet I concur in 
the opinion of my honored predecessor, in regarding a permanent camp 
ground as of doubtful utility; the tendency is strongly toward an out- 
ing season for rest and recuperation, rather than to the old time season 
of religious aggression and direct effort for soul saving. 

I gratefully acknowledge the uniform kindness with which I have 
been received by preachers and people. Their loyal and sympathetic 
co-operation has lightened many labors and cheered many weary 
hours. I have missed but one appointment during the year ; have had 
but one Sabbath’s rest, when a brother kindly volunteered to relieve 
me from the exacting strain to which I was then subject ; have 
preached 184 times,* met all of the first and fourth quarterly confer- 
ences, and a majority of the second and third, and close the year with 
love to my brethren, peace with God, and loyal devotion to the Church 
of Jesus Christ. J. C. W. CoxE. 



OSKALOOSA DISTRICT— T. B. Hughes, P. E 



In submitting my last report of the Oskaloosa district, I desire to 
express my gratitude to God that he has preserved my life, and also 
given me such constant health, that I have been able to attend a quar- 
terly meeting every Sabbath during the whole six years. I am also 
grateful to the preachers who have given me all the assistance they 
could in holding quarterly meetings, and have also looked after my 
comfort in every way possible. 

Early in the year C. E. Corkhill, the pastor of Lacey circuit, was 
compelled, because of serious personal illness, to give up his charge. 
He had been most cordially received, and had already won his way to 
the hearts of the people, and therefore they deeply regretted to give 
him up. We changed G. -W. Barber from Taintor to Lacey, and Alex- 
ander McBlain from Oskaloosa circuit to Taintor, and J. W. Wilson 
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supplied Oskaloosa circuit acceptably the remaining- part of the year. 
Bro. John Potter, who was serving- Ewart circuit, found that he was 
physically unable to do the work, and therefore, after serving the 
charge acceptably for six months, he gave it up, and we secured D. F. 
Stiles to supply his place and he gave good satisfaction. 

We have had widespread financial depression, which rendered it 
exceedingly difficult to obtain money for repairing and building 
churches. However through the energy of pastors and people, we are 
glad to be able to report that considerable has been done in the erection 
of new churches, and also in making much needed repairs in others. 
The church that was purchased by Sister Shaw, and presented to the 
trustees of M. E. church in Taintor, was dedicated by the writer, on 
which occasion we raised enough money to purchase an organ, and 
carpet the church, and to make some other much needed improvements. 
On the Barnes City circuit, H. E. Colby has been in labors abundant, 
and has been successful in a marked degree. He raised money enough 
to pay off four hundred dollars indebtedness on the Bethel Grove 
church, and obtained a clear receipt of all claims against the building. 
At Barnes City, on the same charge, a new and beautiful frame church 
was built, and dedicated by Dr. Stafford, assisted by J. W. Lambert 
and the writer, with a sufficient amount subscribed to pay the 
$1,200, which was about the aggregate cost of the building. At Spring 
Valley, on the same charge, a new frame church was erected, and ded- 
icated by the writer, assisted by C. H. Westfall, and a sufficient amount 
subscribed to pay the entire cost of the building. At Newton they 
found that their church was not large enough to accommodate their 
Sabbath school and congregations, and hence they are enlarging the 
building, and these repairs will cost about four thousand dollars when 
completed, nearly all of which has been subscribed. The church and 
parsonage at New Sharon have been repaired at an expense of two 
hundred and fifty dollars. An old debt on the parsonage at Rose Hill 
has been raised, amounting to about two hundred and fifty dollars. 

The Granville church, on the Taintor charge, has been repaired at 
a cost of $105.00. Three churches and the parsonage, on the Sonora 
charge, have been repaired and greatly improved in attractiveness and 
comfort, through the untiring energy of W. S. Kight, the pastor. The 
aggregate expense of these improvements will be $275. The new and 
commodious stone church at Grinnell was dedicated April 26th by Dr. 
Ives, of New York. Fifteen thousand dollars was raised at the dedica- 
tion. which, added to the previous subscription, made an aggregate 
amount of $26,000, and was sufficient to pay the entire cost of the build- 
ing if they are successful in collecting the amount pledged. The pastor 
and people may be congratulated upon the completion of this beautiful 
and substantial edifice. 

The new stone church at Oskaloosa is being rapidly pushed to com- 
pletion and will be ready for dedication some time in October. This 
building will be exceedingly atractive, pommodious and substantial,

and when completed will cost about $35,000.00. The energ-y manifested 
by Rev. Morris Bamford and his people in this new and much needed 
enterprise is indeed commendable. 

At this time I can not speak definitely with regard to the benevo- 
lences. The pastors have made a commendable effort, but we fear the 
final reports will show that there has been some decrease in the collec- 
tions as compared with last year. Some time previous to debt-paying 
day, we sent to each pastor a printed postal card, urging them to make 
a special effort to secure a liberal contribution for missions, but the 
results were not all we could have hoped for in view of the indebted- 
ness of the Missionary Society. 

Quarterly Conference reports from pastors and superintendents of 
Sabbath schools indicate that the schools are doing excellent work, and 
in the majority of them our own literature is being used. 

The pastors’ salaries will be paid in most of the charges of the dis- 
trict, but in too many cases I fear the reports will show deficiencies. 
Our people are not as deeply impressed with a sense of their obligation 
to God and the church as they should be, but I believe there is some 
advancement in Christian liberality, but it is in too many cases pain- 
fully slow. 

The Epworth Leagues in the various charges in the district have 
been increasing in numbers and efficiency. The fears that were once 
entertained by some of the older members of the church, that the 
League would re-create an impassible gulf between those advanced in 
years and the young people, have measurably passed away. In some 
places the receptions given by the Leagues to the aged and infirm 
church members have been attended by good and far-reaching results. 
The circulation of the “ Epworth Herald” has made the young people 
more aggressive, efficient and steady in their religious lives. The work 
done by the mercy and help department in these times of financial de- 
pression has been both commendable and beneficial. 

While I fear that the most of the charges are below that which is 
possible in spirituality and usefulness, yet we have had in many places 
remarkable convictions, and genuine conversions and valuable acces- 
sions to the church. The number of conversions in the district during 
the year will be, as nearly as we can ascertain, 1,200. 

The most extensive revival was in Newton, where C. V. Cowan, 
being his own evangelist, had 265 conversions. This remarkable work 
of grace rendered it necessary and possible. to enlarge their church. 
In many of the charges there were conversions and reclamations and 
accessions, of which we will not now speak definitely. The pastors 
have labored faithfully and their record is on high. 



OTTUMWA DISTRICT— D. C. Smith, P. E. . 

This third annual report of Ottumwa District is presented with a 
profound sense of the imperfection of the work done; yet with lively 
gratitude to Almighty God that we have been able to accomplish some- 
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thing" that is visible. The pastors were all early in their fields of labor 
and the membership generally manifested a desire to co-operate in 
every good work. Sickness hindered the pastors in a few instances, in 
the case of Bro. J. C. Caughlan quite seriously, he having been disabled 
from preaching for over four months of the year. Death entered the 
home of our beloved Bro. J. B. Hill, now on the superannuated list, and 
took his faithful and devoted wife, one whose smile and Christian 
spirit was alwa 3 's a benediction to others. 

I think, perhaps, more than an average number of the faithful 
membership of the church, were translated through death during the 
year. The financial conditions that have prevailed throughout the 
country have also oppressed us in this district and have made the labors 
of our self-denying stewards very exacting, but in most cases their 
pluck and devotion have prevailed and have prevented any backward 
step. In some instances church debts have been paid, the most con- 
spicuous of these being a debt of $1,600 'on the Brighton church. 
Through the determined and persistent effort of the pastor and his 
helpers this amount was paid down in cash and the mortgage cancelled 
about the first of July. A considerable claim held by the city of Ot- 
tumwa against the Main Street Church for street paving in front of the 
property was lifted by the faithful pastor and his people. The usual 
amount of repairing of parsonages and churches has been accomplished. 
The parsonage in Sigourney was rebuilt at a cost of about $700, mak- 
ing it very comfortable. At Packwood a new parsonage of eight rooms 
with cellar, closets, etc., in good form, was built at a cost of abouL 
$1,300. About $1,000 of that amount is provided for. At Hedrick a 
property which was under mortgage was bought by the trustees for 
parsonage at a cost of $750, which was considered by the purchasers as 
a good bargain. This property is not yet paid for, but we expect it will 
be paid as fast as the payments become due. We still have several 
charges that are greatly in need of a home for the pastor. 

The Knoxville church, the building in which we are now assembled, 
was completed according to the plan and cost indicated in our last an- 
nual report, and dedicated by the venerable Bishop Thomas Bowman, 
assisted by others, on the 12th day of April last. 

At Moravia a new church building was begun in May last and is 
now well on to completion. This is a frame church, with audience 
room, chapel and two class rooms, and will seat comfortably about 500 
persons. It is modeled after the church at Brighton, with some im- 
provements, and is some larger. Splendid business management is 
bringing the cost of this church to but little over $4,000. The next dis- 
trict conference is to meet in this building. 

We have tried hard to influence the charges to make some advance 
in the benevolent contributions but are gratified only in a few instances. 
It must be said in extenuation that unusual demands have been made 
on our people for private help. 
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There have been fewer conversions reported in the district than 
last year, but we have reason to believe that solid progress in the 
spiritual life of the membership has been made. 

The Epworth League chapters are doing good work, but are mak- 
ing no marked advancement. We earnestly recommend greater effort 
for the revival of thorough efficiency in all departments of the cliapters. 

Many of our congregations are unprovided with our church hym- 
nals, and are suffering loss by the use of songs and books from which 
a pure and healthful gospel is eliminated. We call attention to the 
timely opportunity we now have for supplying these congregations 
with the hymnal, at very small cost by purchasing the special edition 
now coming from our church press 

In order to conserve time and strength we made out at the begin- 
ning of the year the time of all quarterly meetings and the district 
conferences, sending to each pastor a printed list. In the providence 
of God I have been able to meet all these appointments on time, save 
those covering two weeks, in which we were disabled by illness. But 
those appointments suffered no loss, for the reason that able pastors 
generously filled the gap. 

The Lord has graciously spared the lives and health of all our be- 
loved brethren and fathers who are on the superannuated list in this 
district. I am glad to say they are men whose presence and influence 
are a blessing in the church and community.

Your committee would report as follows : That the deaconesses’ 
work is being blessed of God for great good ; that we fully appreciate 
the excellent work of our consecrated women, therefore we can but 
urge upon all the pastors of the conference to consider the great need 
of this order and aid them by our sympathy and means and call the 
attention of all our consecrated women to the advantages of the dea- 
conesses’ training schools.

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON EPWORTH 

LEAGUE. 

We, your committee on Epworth League, present the following 
report : We rejoice in the steady increase in the numbers and efficiency I 

of the Epworth hosts. We note with satisfaction the firm stand taken [ 

by the members, as indicated by the resolutions adopted at its various 
conventions on the subjects of civic reform, temperance and question- 
able amusements. We caution against overweening pride in numerical 
success and counsel more earnest consecration to God, unswerving 
loyalty to the Church, her services, her doctrines, her ordinances and 
her benevolences. We believe the methods of departmental work to 
be disciplinary in essence and that they are educative of efficiency for 
responsible positions in the church, and therefore urge each Chapter 
to adopt the full organization of departments as set forth in the gen- 
eral constitution. We urge the perusal of the Lpworth League read- 
ing course upon all Leagues. We consider the pledge as in harmony 
with the spirit of Christianity and nothing more than shoqld be ex- 
pected of persons pledging allegiance to Christ’or than is actually re- 
quired for membership in His church, and therefore urge its adoption 
by all Chapters. 

We reaffirm our belief that the Epworth Herald should be the one 
organ of the Epworth League, and recommend it to all Epworth 
Leaguers. 

We rejoice in the work of the Iowa Epworth League Summer As- 
sembly and Training School at Storm Lake, and the Epworth rally at 
Clear Lake. We declare ourselves in favor of the assembly idea in our 
state work, offering as it does the largest opportunity for training in 
methods of Epworth League work. We recommend that the constitu- 
tion of the State League be so changed as to place the management 
of the assembly and state convention work in the hands of an Ep- 
worth League commission, consisting of thirteen persons, who shall be 
elected as follows : A state president, elected by ballot in the state 
convention, one member elected by each of the four annual conferences 
in its annual session, and two members elected by each conference in 
caucus at the state convention.

EDUCATION. 

We believe Methodism must continually give to all its youth, so 
far as possible, a higher education, and must raise up and educate its 
own ministry. We regard the success of the Iowa Conference and of 
the Iowa Wesleyan University to be mutually dependent, the University 
being on the one hand the beloved child of the conference, on the other 
the natural educational mother of the Iowa conference ministry. We 
believe the time has come when the attention of all the people of the 
« conference should be more specially directed to this institution. 
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We consider the success of the University assured in proportion as 
it really lives in the hearts, prayers and sacrifices of the ministry and 
of the laity of the Iowa conference ; as its tone accords with the Meth- 
odism which it represents ; as it furnishes the scholastic advantages 
required by the times ; as its financial and general management holds 
the confidence of all its constituents ; and as our presiding elders, 
pastors and membership turn toward this institution, so far as possi- 
ble, all the young men and women who are seeking a higher educa- 
tion, as well as all the financial support. 

To these ends we heartily assist the management in placing the 
institution in the hearts, prayers and benevolences of all the people of 
the conference. We welcome any worthy financiering which will re- 
lease it from all its present financial embarrassments and enlarge its 
material possibilities. We respectfully urge that, so far as possible, 
all the’ people of the conference be kept continually informed of the 
last items of the condition of the institution. We unreservedly insist 
that the present indebtedness be provided for before other indebtedness 
be incurred. We heartily uphold the management in their strict en- 
forcement of Methodist principles in administrative discipline. We 
approve of changes made in the several courses of study to -adapt them 
to the needs of the times. 

We believe present emergencies make it imperative to appoint a 
financial agent for the University so soon as the suitable man can be 
found, who shall have entire charge of collections and subscriptions 
and shall travel throughout the bounds of the conference, inspiring 
love and gifts for the institution. 

We regret that the board found it necessary to make any reduction 
in the salaries of some of the professors, and we regard the acceptance 
of such reduction on the part of the professors as indicating a spirit of 
Christian sacrifice worthy of imitation by all our ministers and people. 

We greatly regret that the indebtedness of the University is at 
present about $30,000, which has accrued through the enterprises of 
building and overdrafts on the endowment fund for current expenses. 
We trust this amount may be soon provided for. 

We rejoice in the successes of the University the past year, and 
appreciate the untiring labors of the faculty and of the board of trus- 
tees. A department of Technology has been added, increasing facili- 
ties for labratory work in the sciences. The building for this depart- 
ment has been erected at a cost of about $2,000, which has been pro- 
vided for by the citizens of Mt. Pleasant, and through the munificence 
of the Haw Bros., Ottumwa, Iowa, it has been equipped with tools and 
machinery to the amount of $1,500. The literary society halls have 
been refurnished and beautified at a cost of over $700, which has been 
provided for. The faculty and students have devoutly labored together 
for the conversion and Christian growth of all enrolled — ninety-five 
per cent of the students being Christian.

REPORT OF SECRETARY OF BOARD OF TRUS 
TEES OF IOWA WESLEYAN UNIVERSITY. 



To the Iowa Conference: 

• The secretary of your board of trustees hereby presents the forty- 
second annual report of the condition of your Iowa Wesleyan University: 

The last catalogue shows a total enrollment for the scholastic year 
ending June, 18%, as follows: Whole number 340, being a decrease of 
63; 89 of these were in the regular college classes and 32 irregular, 116 
in the various special departments and 103 in the preparatory depart- 
ment. There is a loss from the former year of 55 to the collegiate 
department. Fifteen young men and women graduated, raising the 
alumni to 502. 

The treasurer’s report will show a total endowment of $69,807.85. 
Of this $5,000 is known as the “Power fund,” on which we pay 5 per 
cent annuity. The endowment is loaned on good security, mostly on 
real estate in Henry county at an average of about 6)4 per cent. 

The total income from all sources for the year was $8,433.67, of 
which $3,460 was from tuition, $1,175.25 conference collections. 

The total expense for the year was $10,413.47, of which amount 
$441..33 was paid on bills of the former year, leaving a deficit for the 
year of $1,934.30. Deducting the amount paid on former indebtedness, 
there is a deficit of $1,492.41 for the year 1895-6. 

The total indebtedness of the school is about $30,000. By authority 
of the trustees, the executive committee borrowed $15,000 during the 
summer at 6)4 per cent and paid that amount, which had been drawing 
a higher rate. 

The faculty is arranged for the incoming year with salaries as fol- 
lows: President, C. L. Stafford, $1,800; Professor Mathematics, C. M. 
Grumbling, $1,000; Greek, F. W. Adams, $900; Datin, F. C. Demorest, 
$800; Natural Science and Industrial , Department, W. H. Mahaffie, 
$1,000; History and Preceptress, Mrs. Julia B. McKibben, $600; Litera-

ture and Oratory, Wm. Korm, $800. Prof. Rommel continues at the 
head of the conservatory of music; Miss Fanette O’Kell, painting- and 
drawing; and Capt. Hodges, U. S. A., in charge of the military depart- 
ment, but these do not depend on the trustees for any part of salaries. 

A frame building covered with iron, about 40x100, and costing 
$1,500, has been erected in the rear of the old college, to house the 
industrial department. This will start out with a fair equipment of 
tools donated by the Haw Bros., of Ottumwa. The stone and sand are 
on the ground for the foundation of the Elizabeth Hersha hall, await- 
ing orders to go into the walls. 

The terms of the following trustees expire with the date of this 
conference, viz.: W. G. Wilson, A. V. Kendrick, W. G. Thorn, J. C. 
W. Coxe, J. T. Hackworth and D. H. Payne. The last named is recom- 
mended by the alumnal association for re-election.

He would frequently exhort his family to faithfulness in the work of 
the Lord and enforce his exhortations by quotations of scripture. Just 
before he died he said “my spirit is going home,’’ and the look of pain 
passed away and the light of peace glowed upon his face, and he passed 
out from under the cloud of this earthly mortal life into the light and 
glory of the world above. 

His devoted wife, who shared with him the labors and sacrifices of 
the itineracy, and who by her sympathy and earnest efforts contributed 
much to his success, and three children, who were very dear to him and 
who fondly and tenderly loved him, are left to fill the mission, what- 
ever it may be, to which Infinite Wisdom and Love may have ap- 
pointed them. It is the earnest prayer of the writer that they may 
faithfully follow in the footsteps of the husband and father, who after 
an earnest Christian life has gone home to his reward.

REV. J. F. ROBERTSON. 

Rev. James F. Robertson was born near Birmingham, Iowa, July 

23, 1851, and died of pulmonary consumption in Muscatine, Iowa, July 

24, 18%. Brother Robertson came from good Methodist stock. His 
^reat-grandfather, Nathan Robertson, was according to Steven’s 
History of the Methodist Episcopal Church, the first Methodist in the 
state of Indiana, and built the first Methodist Church that was erected 
in that state. This church, which was called Bethel, stood on a farm 
about Iwo miles from Charleston, in Clark county. It was made of 
hewed logs, and in 1867 was still standing in a good state of preserva- 
tion, though not used for a place of worship. His father, the late John 
D. Robertson, came to Iowa in an early day, and was one of the chief 
promoters of Methodism in the neighborhood where he resided. There 
was erected on his farm in Van Buren county a church which was also 
called Bethel. 

Brother Robertson was converted when eleven years of age, but 
failing to walk in the light he wandered in the wilderness for a season. 
In the winter of 1874 he was reclaimed, and from thence to the close of 
life the joy of religion and hope of heaven departed not again. On 
August 9, 1877, he married Miss Victoria Gilbert, who, with six child- 
ren, three boys and three girls mourns his departure. He was edu- 
cated at the Birmingham Academy and Iowa Wesleyan University, 
and entered the Iowa Conference at the session of 1877, which convened 
at Fairfield, Bishop Ames presiding. He served the following charges 
in the order named: -Montrose, 1 year; Moulton, 3 years; Selma, 2 
years ; Milton, 3 years ; Bloomfield, 5 years ; Muscatine, First Church, 
S years. 
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In the character of Brother Robertson there were blended the 
qualities which go to make the successful Methodist preacher. He 
walked circumspectly, redeeming the time, and gave no offense in any- 
thing. He approved himself ^s a minister of God in much patience, in 
afflictions, in labors ; by pureness, by knowledge, by long suffering, by 
kindness. He was unassuming and was disposed to be retiring in his 
disposition, and alwaj's gave respectful attention to the opinions of 
others ; but, at the same time, he was a man of deep and abiding con- 
victions, and in the defense of what he believed to be right he was bold 
and uncompromising. A discriminating newspaper man, who was a 
member of his congregation, said of him : “With a modesty becoming 
the clergyman in public life, he manifested a deep interest in political 
affairs as they affected the welfare of the commonwealth and of the 
nation. His course in such matters showed that he belonged to those 
noble natures who 

“ Never sold the right to serve the hour. 

Or paltered with eternal power. 

“ His opinions were clear and outspoken. He possessed the capacity 
for calm deliberation, which is the vestibule of all wisdom, the source 
of all excellence.’’ 

The pulpit, however, was the throne of his power. He felt that 
God had called him to preach the gospel, and with this abiding convic- 
tion he had a quenchless desire to so preach the word as to feed the 
flock over which the Holy Ghost had made him pastor. He studied to 
be approved of God, a workman who need not to be ashamed. And 
while he was not brilliant in the pulpit, and did not attempt to practice 
the arts of oratory, he did excel as a preacher. His sermons were care- 
fully prepared, pleasingly delivered and uniformly effective. He had 
much to live for and he desired to live, but was ready to die. He made 
a brave fight for life, but the march of his disease to its fatal termina- 
tion was irresistible. And when it became apparent that recovery was 
impossible, he looked out upon the dissolving hopes and plans of life 
with the composure and triumph of true Christian faith. “ He was a 
good man, and full of the Holy Ghost and of faith.”

HRS. REV. J. B. HILL. 

Mary Jane, daughter of Wm. D. and Elizabeth Cottle, was born in 
Summerville, Nicholas county. West Virginia, June 8, 1829, and died 
near Agency City, Iowa, March 3, 18%, of apoplexy. She married Rev. 
J. B. Hill, now a member of the Iowa Conference, Sept. 20, 1848, with 
whom she has passed through ih3 varied experiences of the itinerancy 
during a period of nearly forty-five years. She united with the church 
when about twelve years of age, and was brought into the conscious 
experience of salvation about one year-later in a class meeting. Ever 
since that time she has lived an earnest Christian life, ever seeking to 
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know and to do the Master’s will. She passed through a severe strug- 
gle beford she obtained her own consent to undertake the responsibili- 
ties of an itinerant life, but having once made the decision she never 
faltered in her course, and was always a true and faithful helper in the 
Master’s work. Mrs. Hill was the mother of eleven children, three of 
whom died in infancy, eight lived to mature life, and were present 
when she passed away. Her children possessed in her the inestimable 
blessings and wealth of a mother’s love. She was permitted to realize 
an often expressed wish to live to see all her children grown to mature 
years. But the supreme desire of her life was that her children might 
all be Christians, and meet her in heaven* ,She carried the welfare of 
her family on her heart during all the years of her maternal life. It 
was her custom from an early period in her married life, in the absence 
of her husband, which occurred frequently, to gather her family about 
her around the family altar and there commend them to the tender care 
of Him who careth for all His children, esteeming this not only a privi- 
lege, but of the highest importance in the maintenance of her Christian 
home. Mrs. Hill was permitted, on the last Sabbath of her earth life, 
to be present at divine services in the sanctuary, and to attend the 
funeral of a near friend and neighbor. On her return home late in the 
afternoon, seemingly in better health than for several weeks preceding 
she was taken suddenly very sick, and in less than one hour she became 
unconscious, remaining in this condition for about fifty hours, when 
“the weary wheels of life stood still,” and she was not far — God had 
taken her.

Alice T. Johnson, wife of Rev. L. D. Johnson, was born at Weare, 
New Hampshire, January 21, 1852, and died in Muscatine, Iowa, Feb- 
ruary 25, 18%. Her maiden name was Thorndike. She was married to 
E. D. Johnson, April 2, 1878, and became the mother of eight children, 
seven of whom survive. Sister Johnson was a woman of rare talent, 
and notwithstanding her family cares, was a close student. For four 
years she was employed by the government as a teacher among the 
Indians. She was an untiring student of history, and carefully marked 
the movements among the nations, noting how they figured in the ful- 
fillment of divine prophecy. She also gave much time to the study of 
the languages, especially the German. She became a Christian in 
childhood and lived an exemplary life. She was plain and simple in 
her tastes, and in her disposition was cordial, cheerful, patient, unsel- 
fish and Christlike.

We rejoice in the increased interest in Sabbath schools, in their 
greater efficiency in disseminating gospel truth, and in their steady 
growth in members, reaching 30,259 schools, 34;227 officers and teachers 
and 2,586,178 scholars. That this great number of young people may 
be properly trained in the way of eternal life the greatest care should- 
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be exercised in selecting^ wise, spiritual officers and teachers. We sug- 
gest that normal classes for the better training of teachers be organ- 
ized wherever practicable. 

We urge upon our schools the use of the literature published by 
our publishing house. 

We would call attention to the fact that the Sunday School Union 
aided during the past year more than 3,000 schools ; that its only re- 
sourse is from contributions from charges. We would ask all the 
charges to take collections for this cause. We would call attention to 
the Tract as an efficient evangelizing agency on account of inex- 
pensiveness, its adaptation to almost every variety of need, of its con- 
venience and ease in circulation, and its brevity. We are not forget- 
ful that our Tract Society aids the cause of missions $6,000 to $7,000 
each year, efficiently aiding in the circulation of books and periodicals 
in foreign languages. It is not complimentary to our conference that 
forty-five charges collected nothing for this cause last year. Five 
hundred and thirty-five dollars is a small sum to ask of this conference 
for next year. We recommend that this sum be apportioned by the 
presiding elders pro rata among the charges and that it be raised dur- 
ing the year.
